All  the  pablis  joarmliiU  who  floariihed  among  jon,  weat  of 
Kingtton,  wboo  I  auumed  the  control  of  ■  pnnting  preas,  nearly  a 
tbiid  of  a  century  unce,  aie  dead ;  all  the  newspaper*  they  conduct- 
ed have  ceaied  to  exist.  The  office  of  an  editor,  printer,  and  pob- 
luher,  it  a  very  troublesome  one  ;  bat  allbo'  my  iirtt  establishment 
was  thrown  into  Lake  Ontario  in  1826,  my  sucoim  destroyed  in  1887, 
and  my  third  suspended  last  February  owing  chiefly  to  the  pressure 
of  other  business  at  Quebec ;  and  a'tbo'  it  is  ^uite  late  in  life,  I  in- 
tend to  werk  hard  during  1856,  in  the  ezpecUtion  of  yet  seeing  the 
good  time  ci>mirig.  Volume  or  year  second  of  thi  weiilt  ms- 
f  aoi,  ended  with  my  No.  104 ;  and  my  next  whole  number  (105)  wilt 
mark  the  commencement  of  year  three.  Those  who  may  receive

'  I  bought  for  them  of  Mr.  Leulie.    They  will  be  supplied. 

I  have  remove<1  my  printing  eitablishment  to  the  central  and 
'Cemmodions  premises  formerly  ocjupied  by  tAr  North  Amtmm 
and  b;  the  Canadian  AgrkiiUwM  i  and,  considering  the  objects  for 
which  I  continne  a  connexion  with  the  pres»,  it  is  for  yoD,  my 
frioods,  by  your  ordera  and  by  your  eBBcient  support,  either  to  giv» 
stability  te  the  nndertaking,  or  to  allow  it  to  bmime  a  bnrthcD  ea 
ray  weak  shoulders,  as  weekly  preaies  depeniling  on  popular  sap- 

rrt  have  been  upon  othen  whenever  they  advocated  like  principle*, 
have  never  deceived  you,  nor  ever  trusted  in  your  support  and 
been  disappointed.  The  country  is  populous  and  wealthy,  ita 
ataplai  bear  high  prices:  if  yon  think  I  have  had  some  share  in 
cantribnting  to  die  general  protperity,  you  will  ihow  it  by  aa  im- 
oiediate  response  to  this  appeal. 

The  Ntrtk  American,  and  the  ExamtHer,  both  of  tliem  jor-nala  of 
the  Mteeage  stamp,  have  ceased  to  exist.  Mr.  Macdougai  apheld 
the  first  for  five  years — Mr.  Leulie  the  second  for  ten.  Both  are 
heavy  losers,  but  their  useful  numbers  aided  in  educating  the  people 
poUnaally.  They  ganeroosly  oHered  to  unite  their  offices  with  mine 
(which  would  have  made  a  subicrlption  list  of  10,000,)  and  to  give 
me  the  sole  control  of  the  coalition  newspaper,  a  handsome  salary, 
and  my  share  of  the  profits,  if  any  remained — and  I  wanted  much 
to  accept,  but  did  net.  lest  I  should  not  find  sufficient  favor  in  your 
•yes.  If  Mr.  Lesslie  would  have  continued  the  Examiner  and  all — 
lowed  ma  to  write  in  it,  thii  address  would  not  have  appeared ;  but 
when  I  left  a  flourishing  busiueu  to  take  hold  of  the  press,  I  strove 
to  be  useful  to  the  country  ^  and  even  at  this  distance  of  time,  with 
goed  health  and  much  additional  experience,  my  belief  is,  ibat  in 
tne  legislature,  at  the  editor's  desk,  and  lecturing  in  the  country 
when  my  time  will  permit,  I  am  labouring  in  my  proper  vocation. 
The  promise,  "  be  not  weary  in  wellKloiiig,  for  in  one  time  ye  shall 
reap  if  ye  faint  not,"  applies  to  civil  at  well  aa  religious  matter*  ;  and 
knewing  that  I  have  always  meant  well,  and  having  no  notion  of 
faiating  in  the  worst  of  times  nor  under  tbe  severest  of  trials,  I  con- 
fldently  at  of  friends  and  brethren,  atk  your  aid  to  circulate  my  new- 
volume.  The  wonder  is,  all  thingi  eoneuieni,  that  I'm  alive  ana  her* 
in  tiaaada  tbis]day  to  atk  you. 

To  the  editort  of  the  pretent  time  I  am  under  gr^t  obligatiow. 
Many  a  kind  word  they  havataid  for  mei  many  a  kind  and  ^nerou* 
act  they  have  done  tome.  I  really  feel  grateful  to  them.  Thetkrce  daily 
JonmaUttt  of  Toronto  itiue  far  larger  and  handtomer  papesa-tlian  any 
that  exiited  ia  London  or  Paris  in  my  younger  davs,  and  t>>  them  and 
thote  editon  of  dailiet  in  New  York,  Albany,  and  Rochetlar  who  ttill 
eontinaa  their  exchanges,  I  return  thanks. 

There  is  a  notion  abroad  that  the  people  are  in  aS  ceontries' 
aelBth  and  ungrateful.  I  dare  not  say  so.  When  have  1  asked  them  tO' 
tend  on  subswiben  or  to  help  me  to  any  elective  oflifle  in  their  |ift  in 
Canada  and  been  denied  t  They  know  I  have  been  ever  faiUifui  to' 
their  intereiti  at  I  have  understood  them,  and  that  altfae''  I  never 
taved  a  trilling  in  the  public  tarvice,  and  am  poor,  no  man  can 
truly  tay  that  I  bartered  the  hi^h  trusts  they  have  often  conferred 
upon  me  for  wealth.  Had  our  institutions  been  generally  elective, 
and  had  I  desired  an  office  of  profit,  I  feel  sure  I  wouldn't  have 
lottitfor  lackof  votes.  Tbe  patronage  of  tliit  great  counny  will 
ret  be  taken  onl  of  the  band  of  unsympathing  ttrangert  and  placed 
in  tbe  proper  depoiitary— given  to  the  people.  It  it  now,  ia  most 
K,  the  reward  of  sycophancy,  ihabbioett,  and  hypocrity— the 
;ea  of  politioal  proititution !  yet  a  man  can  icarcely  have  a  noblar 
:  than  that  of  a  place  among  the  guardian*  of  the  righu  uf  a 
youni  and  ritiag  empire. 

In  courtt  and  proud  Monarchiet,  where  the  chief  it  continnally 
flattered  and  the  people  ijgnorant  and  debated,  the  grealett  and  purett 
ttatetmen  have  onen  dieobroken  hearted.  Our  late  emineat  under 
teoretary  for  the  colonies,  Sir  Jamei  Stephen,  in  hit  98nd  lecture  on 
French  history  at  Cambridge,  thii'i  oonoludei  a  reviewof  tbelife  of 
Louis  XlV't  great  miniiter,  Colbert : 

"The  eatutropha  i*  not  without  Iti  moral.  If,  among  thote  whom  ^ 
addreis,  there  be  any  who  an  proposing  to  devote  all  the  power*  of  their 
aonti  and  bodie*  to  the  aarvis*  or  the  state,  but  who  may  not  hope  *  Ithar- 
to  command  bar  an«iei  la  tb*  Held  or  to  lead  her  parties  in  the  senate,  lef 
them  not  shrink  ftom  that  most  severe  and  tbtnkia**  *ervioe.  but  lat  th  em 
,  leani  betlnwi  to  look  to  th*  appiobalion  of  Sod  and  of  thalr  own  cansci- 
«nce*  a*  their  ooly  nwaid.  It  they  should  bring  all  th*  auargi**  and  all 
,  tiia  virtaa*  of  Colbert  to  lh*h-  appotatwl  oflto**,  the/  will«*aaredly  find  a 
tool*  XIV,  to  appnpiiate  lo  huiuelf  the  glonr  of  their  laibra,  ana  aa  if 
forani  tn^gtad*  to  exact  item  them  tk»  t^pfitiMi  oThli^aapilollf,  tad 
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What  else  but  intriguers  against  the  liberties  uud  prosperily  of  tim 
country  have  most  uf  our  guvemuis  been  I  I  except  Uurbam  and 
Bagot.  Mr  Gladstone,  a  lurmer  colonial  minister,  lectured  t'other 
day  on  the  colonies,  in  the  boys'  suboul  room  Uuwardeii,  rt-tnarking 
"  that  some  have  vcalured  as  a  reason  why  terrilury  shoald  be  hela 
"and  multiplied,  that  such  places  supply  comfurtable  offices  far' 
'■  deserving  men  fruw  the  motlier  cuuutry,  &3.  Now,  tliia  opinion. 
"  said  Mr  Gladstone,  is  quite  tbe  opposite  ot  mine,  fur  it  seoHis  cleur 
"that  as  persons  on  the  spot  must  be  more  conversaiti  witta  t!iu 
"  wialies  of  the  people  and  tbe  wa'nU  of  the  place,  so  such  men  must 
"  be  the  most  competent  and  iiest  ((aalilied  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
"  all  public  situations." 

Why  then  not  allow  ns  to  elect  onr  owa  Metcalfs,  Maitlanils  El' 
gins,  and  bond  Heads,  instead  of  payiug  careless  strangers  ;31,000 
a  year  each,  voted  uiit  of  our  pocliets,  l>y  people  in  LoiiJuu  I  Our 
Inspectors-Generul,  Haceivers.<ieuenil.  Crewu  Lend  CumuiiMiouera, 
Prime  Ilmisters,  UhiefJustioes,  and  Ministers  of  Public  lusu-uuliuo, 
march  oSto  Europe  tor  pleasure,  and  which  of  the  bud  laws  of  la*i 
Session  did  Sir  B  Head  reserve  or  endeavour  to  step  I 

"  What  were  the  claiois  "  for  the  governmeat  of  ludia,  exclaims 
Lord  Metcall's  biographer,  "  of  an  Indinu  statesman  withu:it  poiiii- 
cal  influence,  against  those  of  any  whig  or  tory  uohlvBuin,  who  bad 
either  to  be  provided  for  or  got  nd  of  by  tlie  miuielry  of  the  day  t  " 
Yes,  yes — give  Canadx  East  and  West  home  made  governors  and 
home  made  constitutions.  They  would  never  bluudsr  upon  MavNab* 
Oayleys.  Lemieux  or  Cfaabots. 

The  destiiiy  of  Canada  is  a  lofty  one— her  fortnne  aiiut  be  great 
and  noble.    Those  manly  reformers  who  for  forty  years  have  strug- 

{[led  against  state-crull  and  priestcraft,  and  who  have  just  been  di.- 
eated  in  the  battle  for  seculurizaiiou,  by  the  court,  ariatucrocy  and 
atate-paid  priealhood  of  England,  and  their  miuiona  here,  need  not 
deayuir.  Let  Ibeui  educate  thomuglily  their  ofispriug.  NVe  have 
only  the  shadow  of  free  iustitutionb — we  shall  ere  long  nave  the  sub- 
slaBce;and  our  provinces,  towns,  cities,  counties,  townships,  farms 
and  merahants,  be  released  tram  pecuniary  bondage  to  the  usurera 
of  tlw  old  world.  Canada  will  yut  form  part  of  a  mighty  n»liuu< 
aeekiag  iu  moral  influence  iu  popu.'ar  elective  rule,  ita  jihyslral 
atreagui  in  thorough  organizatioo.  Notional  freedom  be<TOiiics  real, 
thm'  free  popular  institutions,  and  my  wish  is  to  tee  Upper  aiiU 
Lower  Canada  severally  meeting  in  couveiitiun  to  frame  coniitilulions 
fit  for  freemen.  Lord  John  Russell's  Uiiitm  of  1840,  is,  like  liit  pub- 
lic life,  a  sham.  Sir  James  Stephen  truly  remarks,  "  that  the  health 
"  ful  growth  of  good  government  must  be  a  sptmlaneous  develupe- 
'*.*  iiietit  from  within,  and  not  a  compulsory  euvelopruieiit  from 
witlieut"  A  wisely  framed  written  cuostilution  will  prevent  the  of, 
ficersof  government  from  aasnmiiig  powers— «a  our  offioiala  do  livre^ 
incompatible  with  the  people's  rights  and  destructive  to  their 
intereats.

Thaak  heaven  for  a  free  press ;  it  is  indeed  an  unspeakable  blost- 
atg !  May  many  arise  amon^  us  able  and  willing  to  use  aright  its 
iuar««ilous  conirol  over  Opinion,  by  which  power  is  in  all  guvern- 
tnenu  chiefly  susuined  or  crushed  I  In  the  worst  days  uf  England's 
■louamhy,  the  judges  decided  that  it  was  unlawful  to  print  any 
aiewaitapars.  Mexico,  when  a  colony,  had  but  one— Russia's  70 
millioas  have  next  to  none— France,  thro'  bur  otiute  tyrant,  trample* 
on  the  liberty  nf  the  press,  so  doca  Rome  and  benighted  Austria. 
Iu  tbe  Northern  States  of  America,  and  in  Canada,  the  press,  with 
all  itt  faullt,  is  a  poieerfor  the  people. 

During  my  recent  lectures  1  collected  not  a  shilling  fur  any  pur- 
pose, thu'  the  contrary  was  stateil.  I  travelled  solely  at  ni^  own 
expense.  A  friend  at  Or.  Kirk's,  Canboro',  baa  geueruubly  paid  mo 
#40,  as  a  dunalinn  toward  meeting  the  heavy  chiirfies  on  the  Mutant, 
and  a  few  friends  iu  auutbcr  town  agree  to  pay  l)2U0  toward  iliu  tust 
of  issuing  30.00U  cupies  of  a  33  page  pamphlet,  sliowiug  whitt  the 
Vnicn  and  uur  institutions  are  doing  for  us.  Other  tSUO  will  be 
wanted,  a  burthen  which  ought  not  to  be  laid  on  my  shoulders. 

As  no  petitions  to  the  Crown,  the  House  of  Cunimuna,  or  House  of 
Assembly  have  ns  yet  received  the  sanction  of  the  uuti-iiiiiun  cum- 
mittee  here,  uur  bueii  sent  to  auxiliary  associations  for  their  u|>iiiions, 
I  am  unable  to  reply  to  several  recent  enquiries.  The  hist  thing, 
however,  will  lie  to  circulate  far  and  wide  m^  next  number  on  the 
VnioB.  The  post  office  is  not  yet  knowingly  lelifrud,  and  those  who 
may  auspect  treachery  with  iheir  papLis  can  U'  iVienils  to  keep  a 
list  of  what  is  received  by  mail  to  be  cuinnari'J  with  what  it  sent. 

What  can  be  more  idle  then  to  conliiie  in  Colonial  Ministers,  and 
Ruropean  cubiAeta  whose  exclusive  monopnliea  are  fur  ilenrer  to  them 
than  the  wellure  of  our  beluved  couutrymeu  I  Sir  William  Moles- 
werth  was  one  of  the  very  liett  uf  the  ancient  patrician  order,  yet  hit 
appoiulment*  ihow  that  his  ear  was  (luisiined,  and  that  tne  Uiitish 
usurer  and  land  Jobber  tribe  are  the  Lords  of  Canada.  The 
next  Herman  Boaz  juggler  may  be  cnunie  Lord  John  or  Uie 
ooiiveaient  Uarundbaftesbui-ytor  perhaps  Lord  Derby's  heir.
